PLANS FOR NATIONAL CONVENTION

‘THOSE by whom the committee 

was appointed (at a meeting in 
the House of Commons on June 11) 
have lately been called together and 
a report given on the whole matter. 

Though the publicity given to the 
manifesto was stated to have been not 
so large as had been’ hoped for 
(PEACE NEWS was one of the few 
newspapers to give it prominence), a 
number of expressions of warm ap- 
proval and desire to help forward the 
views set forth had been received. The 
statement quoted above as to the gap 
in the peace movement was made and 

the gathering was convinced that an 
effort must be made to bridge the 
gap and draw in those who desire to 
give some sort of political expression 
to their pacifist beliefs. 

To these ends it was recommended 
that those members of both Houses of 
Parliament who are in full agreement 
with the manifesto should form a 
Parliamentary Pacifist Group. 

lt was felt that this group would 
require support- 
ing activities in 
the country, and 
with this in view 
a committee was 


appointed to 
consider ‘‘ ways 
and means ’’ for 
securing such 
activities. The 
committee con- 
sists of Lord 
Arnold, H. Run- 
Dr, Alfred Salter WP. ham Brown, 


James H, Hudson, Dr. Alfred Salter 
M.P. and Ceci! H. Wilson M.P. (who 
is acting as secretary). ,

“There ig never any need for war. 
I will not believe that it is imminent 
or that it need ever come. 

‘* None the less, it is not enough to 
sit still and fold one’s arms. We must 
work for peace if we would enjoy it. 

‘‘ Armaments have grown because 
we have not had faith.’’ 

So, apparently, has the Franco- 
Soviet Pact, which, he said, ‘‘ has the 
same parentage as the pre-war Franco- 
Russian alliance—preponderant and in- 
tolerably heavy German rearmament.’’ 
He regarded it as ‘‘ one of the great 
bulwarks of European peace ’’, while 
‘“‘the answer to it, the German- 
Japanese agreement ’’, had ‘ merely 
codified relations that already exist ’’. 

‘Precisely what effect it will have 
upon the raw materials situation he 
does not know,’ added the interviewer. 
“He only knows that the now famous 
speech of Sir Samuel Hoare at Geneva 
more than a year ago was a hollow and 
an unreal speech.’’ 

As for fascism, M. Blum disposed of 
it with a word—‘‘ Finished!’’ It could 
not last. ‘* When we lack confidence 
in ourselves dictators come ’’. 


THE AMERICAS’ 
COLLECTIVE 
SYSTEM 


OLLECTIVE security without com- 
pulsion—consultation rather than 
coercion—is the idea underlying the 
Pan-American Peace Pact signed at 

Buenos Aires on Saturday. 

Proposed by Argentina, the new 
treaty provides that the Foreign Min- 
isters of the 21 Republics shall meet 
whenever the peace or safety of any 
nation in the Western Hemisphere is 
threatened. 

Another draft treaty that was also 
signed unconditionally by the 21 dele- 

| gations bound the signatories to 
declare inadmissible any interven- 
tion, direct or indirect, in the inter- 
nal or external affairs of any other 
nation. 
Together the two agreements were 
| described by Mr. Cordell Hull, chief 
| delegate of the United States, as con- 
veying ‘‘ the strongest guarantee for 
peace that this continent has ever 
had.”’

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REOPENING OF LONDON’S PEACE PLEDGE BOOK SHOP — 


Union Developments in North |

ORD PONSONBY delivered on Wednesday of last week the first of the 
midday talks at the Peace Pledge Book Shop at 36 
London, which are to be a regular feature for the next month. By 1.30 p.m., 
when the meeting was due to begin, every seat was taken and crowds stood 


around the hall and on the stairs. 


Dr. Sheppard, the chairman, intro- 
duced Lord Ponsonby as the man who, 
had been mainly responsible for making | 
him a pacifist, and also as one who! 
had suffered very considerably for his 
pacifist convictions. 

Lord Ponsonby spoke for half an 
hour and outlined the consistency and 
constructiveness of the pacifist case, 
and emphasized the value of good peace | 
literature, which this book shop was | 
there to sell in the heart of the city. 

Many questions were asked and 
answered before the meeting closed. 

The first inaugural meeting to take 
place in North Wales was held at Ban- 
gor on Wednesday of last weak, when 
signatories came from a wide area, in- 
cluding Menai Bridge, Bethesda, Con- 
way and other parts of North Carnar- 
vonshire, as well as from Bangor and 
the vicinity. 

The chairman, the Rev. Principal J. 
Morgan Jones, said that it was an 
encouraging sign that whereas during | 
the last war there had been only about | 
6,000 conscientious objectors, of whom 
about 1,500 suffered imprisonment, to- 
day well over 100,000 men had signed 
the peace pledge. 

While the pledge had nothing to 
do with party politics in the usual 
sense, it had certain quite positive 
political implications, chief among | 
which was the whole-hearted advo- 
cacy of total and, if necessary, uni- 
lateral disarmament. 

Other speakers referred to the 
need for the wider circulation of paci- 
fist literature in North Wales, and it 
was decided to make an effort to 
secure publication of a Welsh trans- 
lation of Mr. Aldous Huxley's pam- 
phiet ‘‘ What are you going to do 
about it?” 

The secretary for the area is Mr. R. 
W. King, of Almeyn, Bangor, 

Between forty and fifty people from 
Thirsk, Northallerton, and Ripon 
gathered in the Balcony Room of 
Thirsk Town Hall recently, to hear 
Canon Stuart Morris expose the fallacy 
of the arguments for rearmament, and 
outline pacifism as a faith that will 
work.

GERMAN

ON HITLER 


—And What Britain 
Should Do 


GERMAN pacifist whose name 

must be suppressed gave an ad- 
dress at Park Institute, Reading, re- 
cently, in which he deplored the fact 
that in spite of the urgently critical 
nature of the international situation, 
the British Government seemed to have 
done nothing construttive for several 
months. 

“Even war against people like Hit- 
ler is wrong,’’ he said, and went on to 
explain that Germany wanted colonies 
primarily for reasons of prestige. The 
way to deal with the problem, he sug- 
gested, was to place part of the British 
Empire under the adininistration of a 
strengthened League of Nations. 

The prospect of sharing would 
bring Powers into the League, and 
Germany would not feel an inferior 
nation with a share in it, 

He described the wave of anti-semit- 
ism in Germany as a “ safety valve ’’, 
and appealed to his audience to uphold 
tolerance and guard against anti- 
semitiec propaganda in England. The 
Rev. H. D. Oliver, Minister of Park 
Congregational Church, was in the 
chair.

Times’, the chairman of the British | 
National Cadet Association (Sir Hugh | 
Jeudwine) regrets that the Military 
Correspondent of that paper has ac- 
quitted “ pacifism ’’ of being ‘‘the main 
cause of the dearth of recruits for the 
Army’. Submitting ‘ that, it is in- 
advisable to allow ‘ pacifism’ to leave 
the court without a stain upon its 
character ’’, he recalls that ‘‘in 1930 


a pacifist Administration * dis- 
established’ the Territorial Cadet 
Force.’? Which immediately sustains 


our defence of ‘‘ mistaken identity ”’ | 


and again acquits the pacifist! 


Apart from the obvious fact that the 
Labour Government referred to was not 
pacifist, it can give no satisfaction to 
a pacifist to see his country short of 
military material, human or otherwise, 
while still proclaiming its trust in such 
material. Having stepped from the 
“dock ’’, however, we may remark in 
passing that it does not say much for 
the inherent merit of the case for the | 
method of military ‘defence ’’ if the 
mere removal of financial assistance 
(which ‘‘ disestablishment ’’? amounted 
to) could reduce a force of 50,000 to 
one of only 20,000. Even when all the 
real support for the method—that is, 
the feeling in the country not arti- 
ficially stimulated by the State’s vast 
resources of propaganda—was mobil- 
ized in the British National Cadet 
Association, ‘‘the gallant persever- 
ance of hundreds of its officers ”’ 
(according to its chairman) only just 
“ managed to maintain the cadet force 
at about 20,000 up to the present day.”’ 

Meanwhile, writers to the ‘‘ Man- 
chester Guardian ”’ bring various other | 
charges against ‘‘ pacifism ’’ which 
also amount to ‘‘ mistaken identity ”’ 
though their ‘ criminal ’’ bears hardly | 
any resemblance at all to the real! 
“ thug ’} Typical of this amazing 
confusion is Lady Horsley’s assumption 
that the League’s action in regard to | 
Abyssinia was ‘‘ absolute pacifism ’’ in 
practice because of its ‘‘ refusal of 
help’! To the extent that pacifists 
have omitted to stress their positive 
programme this is understandable. But 
her subsequent assumption that a peo- 
ple who had had the courage to meet | 
armed resistance with non-violent re- 
sistance would then tamely submit to, 
the efforts of the invader to militarize | 
them just leaves us dumb!

Certainly not 
against successive attacks. Certainly 
not in the slums. 

‘“‘Tsn’t it worth while saving a few 
lives ?’’ was his final argument.

Actually, non-cooperation provides 
the only efficient weapon against mili- 
tary imsurgents. The democrat can 
never beat the general at his own game, 
because he will always be more 
squeamish.

Remarkably like Franco’s first coup 
was Kornilov’s march on Petrograd in 
the first idealistic days of the Russian 
Revolution. Very different was his re-

His secret telegrams would be sent 
through to the People’s Government. 
If he ordered troops to be moved, all 
the railways would be mysteriously 
blocked. When trains were ready, 
regiments would find themselves 
moving in the wrong direction, 
artillery be dumped in remote sid- 
ings. 

‘Tf you follow on the map the fate 
of the Kornilov echelons,’’ says Trot- 
sky, ‘‘ you get the impression that the 
conspirators were playing at blind 
man’s buff.”’ 

Finally, workers fraternized with the 
dreaded Cossacks, the People’s Army 
sent delegations. Kornilov’s soldiers 
began to form committees, arrest their 
officers, wander home. 

Peacefully the insurrection fizzled 
out. Only shot fired was that of a 
rebel general’s suicide.

AUSTRIA 

Continued opposition to national 
socialism by Austrian bishops is refer- 
red to in a report dated December 8, 
in which it is stated that no change!

CHINA 

General Chiang Kai-Shek, Chinese 
Prime Minister, was reported on Dec- 
ember 14 to have been captured by 
troops at Sianfu (North-West China) 
under Marshal Chang MHsueh-Liang. 
The mutinous troops demanded war 
against the Japanese. 

The Kwangtung Commander-in-Chief 
and the Provincial Chairman were re- 
ported on December 15 to have pledged 
their fullest support and loyalty to 
the Nanking Government, but the atti- 
tude of Kwangsi was not known. 
(Sec GERMANY and JAPAN.) 

FRANCE 

At a meeting of the National Com- 
mittee of the C.G.T. on December 8, 
the communist delegates decided to 
support M. Blum’s Government in spite 
of their Spanish policy. 

GERMANY 

Speaking at Frankfort on December 
9, Dr. Schacht, Reichsbank President 
and Economic Minister, demanded the 
sharing of colonial territories as a sol- 
ution for existing difficulties. He said 
Germany had too little room and too 
big a population and could not produce 
enough food for all her people. If her | 
position was not remedied, she, would 
inevitably become a revolutionary ele- 
ment in [urope. 

According to a report dated Decem- 
ber 13, there are grave fears of a short- 
age of both rye and wheat, as the 
harvest did not produce sufficient to 
cover requirements for food and fodder | 
and there are no reserves. The Gov- 
ernment is arranging to resume the 
importation of wheat and is said to 
be trying to raise credits abroad for 
the purchase of food. 

The German press on December 14 
blamed Bolshevism as the cause of 
events in China. It was, however, re- 
ported that Herr Scheffer in the ‘ Ber- 
liner Tageblatt ’’, betrayed ‘‘ an uneasy 
feeling in responsible quarters here 
that Japan, fortified by the recent 
agreement with Germany ’’ had some 
connexion with the rising. 

GREAT BRITAIN 

It was announced by the War Office 
on December 15 that the strength of 
Territorial Army anti-aircraft units on | 
December 1 was 673 officers and 9,496 | 
other ranks, representing a deficit of 
308 officers and 15,818 other ranks. Re- 
cruits during November totalled 449. 

HUNGARY 

The town council of Kaposvar in 
Southern Hungary, it was reported on 
December 11, have decided to give gas 
masks, instead of a Christmas bonus, | 
to their employees and their relatives. 

JAPAN 

The Foreign Office, in a statement | 
issued on December 10, admitted the 
failure of Japanese demands for the co- 
operation of North China against com-| 
munism, but claimed that agreement | 
was reached on the reduction of tariffs, 
the suppression of anti-Japanese agit- | 
ation and the control of Korean exiles, 
while economic cooperation in North 
China was accepted in principle. Japan 
is now, it is said, awaiting a reply from 
China, who broke off negotiations, that 
these agreements will be implemented. |

MOVES 


Poland Powmts To A 
Danger 


HE special committee for the appli- 
cation of the principles of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
held its first meeting at Geneva on 
Monday, when the Secretary-General 


| suggested that the committee should 
| first consider what points among those 


suggested by various delegations ap- 
peared to be most worthy of its atten- 
tion. 

Since a study issued by the League 
secretariat of the reform proposals 
made by seventeen Governments was 
summarized in PEACE NEWS on 
September 26, the Polish Government 
has sent a memorandum to the secre- 
tariat outlining its attitude. The mem- 
orandum points out 

the danger of efforts being made to 

transform the present League Into 

a group of States whose interests 

might be in contradiction with those 

of States which are not members of 
the League. : 

The Polish Government adds that 
“the Covenant is based on the equili- 
brium of three elements of security: 

‘*4. The guarantee of security; 
‘2. The procedure for the peaceful 
settlement of conflicts; and 
‘'3. The means for preventing 
war,’’ 
and declares that ‘‘ any disturbance of 
this equilibrium is dangerous for the 
League.”’

1. State explicitly that this country

PARLIAMENT DISCUSSES RECRUITING 
PROBLEMS 


PART from the abdication 
Edward VIII and the accession of 
George V1, Parliament also discussed 
last week the question of recruiting 
for the ‘‘ defence ’’ forces. 
A resolution urging the Government 
to take every possible step to obtain 
the necessary voluntary recruits, to 
carry out any necessary improve- 
ments in the conditions of the ‘‘ de- 
fence ’’ forces, and to ensure that 
the forces offered opportunities for 
careers both during service and after- 
wards comparable with opportunities 
in civil life, 
was moved by Mr. Palmer (C.—Win- 
chester).

Unfortunately, while the author 
gives us an invaluable historical 
summary of the League’s achieve- 
ments and failures, he gives us no 
indication of how it can be reformed, 
or even if he believes it can be done. 
He hints that what is needed is the 

creation of an ‘‘ Association of Peo- 
ples on the ruins of the League of 
Nations—ruins which betoken how 
powerless it was for good.’? But (as 
far ag this book is concerned) he has 
no suggestions to make of how it 
should be formed. He ends on a note 
of deep pessimisin as to the immediate 
future, and then adds, ‘‘ But for all 
that, let us still leave the door ajar 
for hope.” 

But that door will not remain open 
of itself, it must be held open! The 
pacifist begins where this book leaves 
off. We are out to achieve M. Mar- 
gueritte’s ideal of ‘‘disarmament in the 
minds of men.’’? Given that, the 
“ Association of Peoples ’’ can become 
a powerful reality—without it, as our 
author so clearly shows, any League 
or Association will break down before 
the selfishness of national policies anc 
the vested interests of armament 
rings and finance. Once again, the 
futility of anything less than a com- 
plete renunciation of war is clearly in- 
dicated.

Minister Asks Church For 
A Lead 


From Our Own Correspondent 


CHALLENGE to the Church to 

lead the world in a venture for 
peace was made by the Rev, F. J. 
Pope (of Southampton) when he ad- 
dressed a meeting held last week in 
the Lecture Hall of Punshon Memorial 
Methodist Church, Bournemouth, with 
a view to forming a branch of the 
Methodist Peace Fellowship. 

We were at present swayed by the 
two emotions of hope and fear, he 
said; hope that some day war might 
be ended, fear lest it should come, and 
unhappily we believed our fear and 
doubted our hope. Yet Paul had said 
that we were ‘‘ saved by hope’’. Why 
should we not organize on the basis of 
our hope? 

We felt war to be wrong but we were 
afraid to be wholly pacifist. This ap- 
plied to the people of Germany, France, 
and Italy as well as ourselves, yet 
everywhere arms were being piled up 
and gas manufactured. We hated it 
and yet we were doing it because we 
were afraid of one another. The foun- 
dations of society were gone. 

The hopeful thing was that there 
was in all countries a growing num- 
ber of people who saw that our 
escape is to believe in God so strong- 
ly that we can stand clear of all pre- 
paration for war. 

Collective security was a lovely term 
but was it possible on the present 
basis? Could we expect Italy and Ger- 
many to stand in with us to help us 
to keep what we have got? We must 
think more honestly. There was no 
other way than the pacifist one of 
trust and fellowship and sharing. 

An informal discussion followed, Mr. 
Pope replying to questions, and though 
the meeting was small it is hoped it 
may lead on to a larger effort.
